VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II’s new social 
encyclical strongly condemns the superpowers for 
transferring their ideological and political battles to the 
Third World, thus hindering socioeconomic 
development. 

This is a principal cause of the growing gap between 
rich and poor nations which threatens world peace, the 
document said. 

Third World countries, rather than becoming more 
independent over the past 20 years, have “‘become parts 
ofamachine, cogsona gigantic wheel,’’ itsaid. 

The document chided the Western and Eastern blocs 
for ‘‘atendency towardimperialism.”’ 

‘“The present division of the world is a direct obstacle 

to the real transformation of the conditions of 
underdevelopment i in the developing and less advanced 
countries,’ itsaid. 

The church does not take sides in the East-West battle, 
considering both ideologies ‘‘imperfect and in need of 
radical correction,’’ the document added. 

It also called foreign aid to developing countries which 
is conditioned on promoting population control 
programs ‘‘racist’’ andanew type of ‘‘oppression.”’

Pope condemns transfer of East-West conflict 


Socialis, (On Social Concerns), was dated Dec. 30, 1987, 
and made public Feb. 19. It commemorates the 20th 
anniversary of Pope Paul VI’s 1967 social encyclical, 
Populorum Progressio (On The Development of Peoples), 
which advocated greater development programs for poor 
nations. : 

The 20 years since Populorum Progressio was written 
have seen ‘‘the widening of the gap between the areas of 
the so-called developed North and the developing 
South,”’ said the encyclical. 

Besides the superpower conflict, other reasons for the 
growing gap cited by the document include: 

e International trade, financial and monetary 
systems inadequate for Third World needs; 

® Thegrowing Third World foreign debt ; 

© Increased use of developed-world funds for the 
armsrace rather than development programs; 

e Aprosperousarms trade to Third Worldcountries, 

@ Inadequate transfer of technology to Third World 
countries; 

© Corruption and a concentration of political power 
inthe hands ofa fewin the Third World. 

The encyclical encouraged regional economic and 
political cooperation among the less developed nations, 
greater Third World initiatives to overcome domestic 
problems and more cooperation among developed and 
underdeveloped countries in solving critical problems

SAN DIEGO — The combined forces 
of government, churches and individuals 
took direct aim at the societal problem of 
homeless youth by reopening The 
Storefront Feb. 19. 

The shelter for runaway and 
throwaway kids, ages 12 to 17 is 
sponsored by Catholic Community 
Services, San Diego Youth and 
Community Services (SDYCS) and 
METRO, the social service agency of 
United Methodist churches. It is located 
at 12th and C Street. 

hes original Storefront, which 
operated for nine months in its 16th Street 
quarters, closed in July 1986 because of 
inadequate space. Youth continued to be 
housed at the Bridge in North Park and 
Gatehouse in El Cajon, both operated by 
SDYCS. 

During opening ceremonies at The 
Storefront, Bishop Leo T. Maher praised 
the ‘‘unique program which brought so 
many people together in an ecumenical 
endeavor.’’ He emphasized the responsi- 
bility of church and civic groups to care 
for homeless youth, ‘‘the most vulnerable 
group in the community.’

“Tt is the poorest populations which suffer such 


mistreatment, and this sometimes leads to a tendency 
toward a form of racism, or the promotion of certain 
equally racist forms ofeugenics, ’’ it said. 

To ensure that the personal, cultural and spiritual 
needs of people are met, development must be tied to 
respect for human rights, especially religious liberty, the 
document said. 

The encyclical supports the International Movement 
of Non-Aligned Nations, which tries to steer an 
independent course between the superpower blocs, in its 
efforts ‘‘to affirm in an effective way the right of every 
people toits own identity, independence andsecurity.”’

Medication benefits 
patients with AIDS 


SAN DIEGO — A new aerosol 
treatment is now in use at the Mercy 
Hospital and Medical Center to treat 
patients with acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome and the AIDS-Related 
Complex. The treatment incorporates the 
use of a drug called pentamidine. 

Pentamidine, in the form of crystallized 
powder mixed with sterile water, is 
“nebulized,’’ broken into fine particles to 
be inhaled through special equipment for 
deep penetration of lung tissues. 

Patients undergo daily treatment, 
steadily inhaling and exhaling the aerosol 
medication for 30 minutes at a time. 

Currently, more than 40 patients are 
undergoing this treatment on an 
outpatient basis in the Respiratory Care 
Services Department.

Movement awakens youth to Christ

BRAWLEY — The explosive clamor in St. Margaret 
Mary Church could have awakened Brawley residents 
taking a siesta the afternoon of Feb. 14. 

Those. gathered in the nearly filled church shouted, 
clapped and cheered for the boys and young men who 
filed into. the sanctuary for closing ceremonies of a 
weekend called the ‘‘Awakening.”’ 

The three days of prayer, talks, discussions and music 
initiated 17 boys and young men into one of the church’s 
renewal movements for youth, modeled after Cursillos in 
Christianity. 

The new Awakenistas’ parents, relatives and friends 
heard the youth tell, often through tears, how the 
weekend helped them understand Isaiah 52:1: “‘Awake, 
awake, Put on your strength,’ the text for which the 
movement is named. ; 

One man described the weekend as ‘‘a face-to-face 
encounter with Christ,’’ in which ‘‘we learned to see 
Jesus in each other.”’ 

Another said the ‘‘Awakening has been a great gift ... a 
giant confession. It gave me a second chance to live right, 
get close to people I have pushed away and meet the right 
kind of friends.”’ 

“T learned to be a leader. I know what it means to have 
the Lord in me and share him with others,’’ one boy said. 

Recurring themes colored the men’s comments: God’s 
loves for them and their love for their parents, brothers 
and sisters, many of whom were present in the church. 


After the new Awakenistas left the church, they were 
reunited with their parents and friends in the parish hall 
where they were hugged like Olympic heroes. Their 
reception was a deafening scene of singing, dancing and 
cheering for Jesus. ‘ 

Why such excitement? Experiences during the weekend 
effect a profound change in the candidates, according to 
some girls who became Awakenistas the previous week. 

‘‘We have a best friend (Jesus) we didn’t know we 
had,’’ said Jennifer Valenzuela of St. Anthony of Padua 
Church, Imperial. ‘‘We can share our feelings and 
problems with others because we learned to trust them.” 

The candidates are awakened to such values as they 
participate in faith-sharing activities during the weekend. 
Priests and laymen give talks on topics such as 
sacraments, grace, Christian community, leadership and 
the role of laity in the church. 

Father Barry Vinyard, one of the spiritual directors for 
the Feb. 12-14 weekend, described a communal penance 
service in which ‘‘candidates chose a partner and washed 
each other’s feet as a sign of service and humility.”’ 

The movement ‘‘fires up young people that Jesus 
Christ can and should be central to their lives.’’ 
Awakenistas form the backbone of Imperial Valley parish 
youth groups, ‘‘the visible presence of the church,’’ said 
Father Vinyard, pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church, Calexico.

Bud Kaicher, youth office director; Father Mel Collier, 
pastor of St. Michael Church, Paradise Hills; and Father

Filipino Cardinal Sin will visit diocese 


ALCALA PARK — 
Bishop Leo T. Maher has 
announced that Cardinal 
Jaime Sin, archbishop of 
Manila, has accepted his 
invitation in conjunction with 
the area Filipino community 
to make a pastoral visit to the 
some 100,000 Filipino people 
of the Diocese of San Diego in 
June. 

Cardinal Sin, Bishop 
Maher and the Filipino and a 
other priests ofthe diocese will 
soncicbaee a Mass June 18 Cardinal awe ot 
at the University of San Diego stadium. 

The stadium will be set up to accommodate 5,000 people 
for the outdoor liturgy, which will be celebrated in English 
but will feature some Filipino liturgical music, said Father 
Roque (Khing) Vaijio, coordinator of the liturgy. 

The Mass will be followed by a dinner at the Marriott 
Hotel at Seaport Village. Some 800 persons can be 
accommodated for the dinner. 

‘‘This will be a very special opportunity to acknowledge 
the presence of the Filipino people in the diocese as-well as 
their cultural background,’’ Bishop Maher told the Southern 
Cross, regarding the cardinal’s visit. 

Bishop Maher and Father Vaiio in conjunction with the

other 15 Filipino priests in the diocese are drawing - 


assistance from the some 100 Filipino organizations in the 


diocesan area in planning for Cardinal Sin’s visit. 

Parish coordinators will be set up, and Bishop Maher 
intends to send out a letter to pastors when plans become 
more developed, Father Vaiio said. 

‘‘We want to involve as many people as possible in 
Cardinal Sin’s visit,’’ said Dr. Edgar A. Gamboa, a San 
Diego surgeon and parishioner of Good Sherpherd parish, 
Mira Mesa, who is the spokesman for the dinner and the 
Mass. 

‘*The visit should provide an update on the problems in 
the Philippines and generate interest in the diocese for’’ that 
country, he said.

Brian Wong, Imperial Valley youth ministry 
consultant, said each annual Awakening weekend is 
unique, but they all give candidates a ‘‘sense of hope for 
tomorrow’’ and a desire ‘‘to live their lives for Christ.” 

John Soto, youth minister at Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church, Calexico, said the movement stresses 
involvement in parish ministry. 

Michael Tirado directed last weekend’s Awakening, 
assisted by Carl Monninger and Juan Banda. The three 
are members of Our Lady of Guadalupe Church, 
Calexico. Over 20 other men and boys comprised the 
team responsible for the activities. 

Follow-up activities reawaken the youth to_ the 
commitment they make to Christ and the church. 

During a post-Awakening for boys and girls, held a 
month after both weekends, participants share how they 
have lived out their motto to ‘‘make a friend, be a friend 
and bring that friend to Christ.”’ 

They are also encouraged to discuss their spiritual 
successes and failures at weekly small-group meetings. 

Awakenistas can become team members who prepare 
the weekend activities for new candidates — a six-month 
process, Wong said. 

Over 400 Imperial Valley youth, ages 16-25, have . 
become Awakenistas since Father Kaicher introduced the 
movement there five years ago, Wong said. 

Some of them joined the team that brought the 
movement two years ago to San Diego where some 80 
youth have also participated.

profit refuted 


I was distressed when I read the unfortunate 
misinformation in the ‘“Thinking Out Loud’’ column by 
Msgr. Charles Dollen, in the Jan. 29 issue of the Southern 
Cross. Msgr. Dollen will be pleased to know the insurance 
industry does not earn 700 percent profits. 

According to a report from Business Week, profits from 
the insurance industry in 1985-1986 were 8.5 percent. In 
fact, Business Week ranked insurance 29th in terms of 
profits among the 39 industries it surveyed in the article. 

The record of the insurance industry over the longer 
term has yielded a similar result. From 1970 to 1985, the 
insurance industry ranked 68th among 90 major 
industries in profits. 

On the other hand, we agree with Msgr. Dollen that 
auto insurance in California needs real reform. The 
property/casualty insurance industry is supporting an 
initiative which would bring the benefits of no-fault auto 
insurance reform to California. 

If any of the readers of the Southern Cross are interested 
in what they can do to help bring real reform and pricing 
stability to auto insurance in California, I would be happy 
to send them information. 

Teams of independent insurance agents and brokers 
will shortly be canvassing the state to obtain the 372,000 
signatures required to put the no-fault initiative on the 
November ballot. If any of your readers would like to 
help, write to: Independent Insurance Agents & Brokers 
of California, 101 Market Street, Suite 702, San 
Francisco, CA 94105, or call (800) 772-8998, and we will 
send information about the no-fault initiative by return 
mail.

Leave no stone unturned 


Regarding the Southern Cross ad, ‘‘An Urgent Message 
to Senator Pete Wilson: Peace Or War In Central 
America,’’(Jan. 29) the editor and I won’t agree that this 
ad promotes war in Central America. 

Diplomacy out of weakness has no power to influence. 
Christ drove the corrupt money-changers from the temple 
by word and action. He sought peace through strength. 

God, I believe, does not want us to rely only on 
inspired prayer and ‘‘crossed fingers’’ to counteract 
Satan’s preternatural meddling in Central America. We 
must respond to God’s promptings to act. And we each 
respond as we possess wisdom to understand. 

Pure love, then, is born of faith and unselfish action. 
And I do not deny that some are inspired to pacifism or 
isolationism. What is foolish for one is not necessarily 
foolish for another. 

But to me, ‘“‘turn the other cheek’’ means: leave no 
heroic stone unturned to find peace, which includes 
coming to the bargaining table with every legitimate 
means at hand to be a successful peacemaker. 

Appeasement spurs the worst in predators. And when 
they are receiving massive aid from the U.S.S.R. and 
building two deep water ports, an airbase, and eventually 
expanding the military to a 600,000-man army, one has 
to believe serious mischief is afoot in our hemisphere. Is 
this subsidized reptile to be allowed to run free, to feast 
and to grow into a dinosaur? 

Love of our enemies also requires a deep respect for the 
harm they can inflict — like Christ saw harm being 
inflicted on the souls of Jews by the money-changers and 
Pharisees. He wasn’t going to take anything but justice 
for an answer. To that end, he left no stone unturned.

Sensible support for charities 


When Bishop Charles Francis Buddy founded the 
Diocese of San Diego in 1937, he came from St. Joseph, 
Mo.., to a territory that included the four southern counties 
of California. It was a vast territory. 

He had some zealous priests, many of them Irish and 
Mexican, some vigorous parishes and schools, and not too 
much else. His biggest endowment was the work of the many 
religious Sisters who gave of themselves and their time to a 
truly heroic degree. 

Bishop Buddy told the story many times of his journey to 
San Francisco to see Mr. Gianinni at the Bank of America. 
Remember the time — the end of the great Depression — 
but Gianinni had faith in the bishop and the future of the 
church in San Diego, and B of A extended unlimited credit 
to the new diocese. 

Still, Bishop Buddy had to provide the beginnings of all 
the various Catholic charities that we take so much for 
granted. The poor, the needy, the homeless, the 
immigrants, legal and otherwise, marriage counseling and 
aid to families, and a host of other needs were clamoring for 
attention. ; 

Besides that, he had a dream for Catholic education that 
would begin with preschools and go right on up to graduate 
schools. With the help of Mother Rosalie Hill, RSCJ, he 
lived to see the University of San Diego founded, with the 
promise that it would be ‘‘the Notre Dame of the West.”’ 

It was their fondest dream that it would be a fully Catholic 
university in the tradition of Cardinal Newman’s classic 
outline in his Idea ofa University. But where would the money 
come from? 

Bishop Buddy had been a pastor during the Depression, 
so he had experience raising money for all these charities. As 
bishop, he used all the classic means, from parish 
assessments, second collections and parish quotas. He 
appealed to the wealthy for large donations, but the 
backbone was always the faithful parishioners. 

To found the University of San Diego, the bishop 
assessed the parishes all that was collected on the fourth 


Bishop Leo T. Maher is to be commended for speaking 
out against the proposed ‘‘death act’’ initiative in the 
State of California, though the California Catholic 
Conference has chosen to remain silent. (They apparently 
have either been lulled by rumors or deliberately misled to 
believe that this initiative may not qualify for the ballot.) 

Thankfully, our bishop recognizes the primary role of 
bishops as teachers upholding the truths of our faith and 
guiding the faithful. His statement on this initiative 
makes clear our -church’s teaching against euthanasia. 
Pastors who refuse to pass this teaching on to their 
parishioners are negligent in their duties to them. 

If this dangerous initiative qualifies for the ballot and is 
approved by the voters, California would become the first 
state to allow the doctor to kill the patient. 

The fine print in the initiative even includes 
“nourishment and hydration’’ under ‘life-sustaining 
procedures’’ which may be withheld. Hopefully, Catholic 
physicians will join the bishop in leading the fight against 
this evil. 

I decided to attend a meeting of the local Hemlock 
Society. Though it is a very depressing way to spend an 
evening, it was an opportunity to hear first-hand some of 
their statements. 

Dr. Mitsuo Tomita, M.D., from Kaiser, was 
moderator for the panel discussion, which took place at 
UCSD Hospital. He said,‘‘We have overcrowding, 
overpopulation and homeless that we don’t know how to 
deal with. Why keep people alive if they want to give up 
their spot?’’ (Maybe this accounts for some signature 
collectors outside a supermarket calling it an 
“Environmental Enhancement Bill!’’ 

Attorney Alvin Kalmanson said, ‘‘The right to die is an 
absolute right. The patient’s motives are irrelevant. The 
sensitivities of the doctors and the nurses are irrelevant.”’ 
In answer to a question on the possibility of abuses, he 
said, ‘‘Every system is open to abuses but I have great 


Sunday of the month. Twenty-five percent of their normal 
income was sent in to found the university, in addition to all 
the other regular assessments and collections. 

Even so, there was never enough to plan ahead 
effectively. For years after I started the library at the 
Colllege for Men, I worked on a monthly budget. I never 
knew from month to month how much [ would receive. Can 
you imagine what this meant for staffing personnel, 
acquisitions, maintenance, even postage! 

Now, in the light of this historic perspective, we come to 
the annual Stewardship drives started over a decade ago. 
Bishop Leo T. Maher decided to put the various charitable 
agencies on annual budgets and to encourage efficient 
planning. 

They are a breath of fresh air for the financial 
development and the stability of the various charities. 
Between what is raised by Stewardship and parish monthly 
assessments, and whatever outside aid can be found, these 
charities are on a sound financial base which helps them 
make solid progress. 

It cuts down on the cost of fund raising and eliminates 
much costly duplication of effort. It has cut back on almost 
all second collections except for the missions, which have 
their own special needs. Much to the relief of priests and 
people, it has cut down on the begging that sometimes seems 
synonymous with the pulpit, the constant refrain of ‘‘We 
need more money!”’ 

When the appeal for Stewardship ’88 is made in your 
parish, give generously, knowing that it is the most sensible 
and efficient way to support the works of charity that make 
our faith come alive.

confidence in the medical profession.”’ 

Dr. Laurence Schneiderman, IMEID ES VAUKOISD) 
bioethicist, said, ‘‘This is a logical extension of individual 
rights and each individual should be in charge.’’ He 
apparently felt the bill did not go far enough, as he was 
“concerned that Elizabeth Bouvia,’’ paralyzed by 
cerebral palsy, ‘‘would not qualify under this initiative. 
She was not terminal ... within six months of death,”’ 

(During a time of depression, Bouvia wanted to be 
assisted in suicide by starvation but she has since changed 
her mind.) ; ; 

He neglected to answer his own question, ‘“‘What does 
this do to the public perception of physicians?”’ 

Bishop Maher spoke in his statement of “laundering 
language.’’ A good example was the repeated reference to 
the bill as “Assisted Self-Deliverance.’’ (California State 
Attorney General John Van de Kamp has joined in 
language laundering by titling the initiative, ‘“Terminal 
Illness: Patient’s Directions Regarding Medical 
Procedures.’’ It would seem they are collecting signatures 
under false pretenses with this misleading title.) 

It was refreshing to have one physician in the audience 
stand up and condemn the bill strongly, saying its 
proponents were appointing the medical profession as 
their executioners. 

Pamphlets on a table announced the Seventh Biennial 
Conference of the World Federation of Right to Die 
Societies to be held in San Francisco in April. A keynote 
speaker will be Willie Brown, Speaker of the Assembly, 
California State Legislature.

Organization to provide shelters and dignity

SAN DIEGO ‘“‘Habitat for 
Humanity is an ecumenical organization 
that seeks to eliminate poverty housing 
around the world,’’ said Dennis Briscoe, 
a University of San Diego professor of 
human resource management who heads 
Habitat’s local chapter. 

Briscoe said Habitat works to improve 
living conditions by building new homes 
or renovating structures no longer in use. 

The San Diego-Tijuana chapter of 
Habitat for Humanity was founded in 
1987 and is the eighth affiliate in 
California. Briscoe said it differs from 
other existing chapters because it works 
on both sides of the border ‘‘in an effort to 
create a binational project.’’ 

The project ‘‘demonstrates that people 
from different countries can work 
together to solve a mutual problem,” he 
said, adding that the group hopes to build 
its first house in Tijuana in March. 

Habitat volunteers build houses that 
are sold to the poor via ‘‘the economics of 
the Bible’? — no profit is made and no 
interest is charged, Briscoe said. The cost 
of a house is repaid over a fixed time 
period and payments are recycled

through a general fund that finances 
additional houses, he added. 

‘Even the poorest of the poor can 
afford it,’’ said Briscoe. 

Recipients of houses are screened by a 
committee and those selected must 
participate in building not only their own 
home, but their neighbors’ as well, 
Briscoe said. 

Habitat is not a charity, Briscoe said, 
“‘because there is no dignity in charity. 
Recipients work and pay for their own 
house.”’ : 

Each Habitat affiliate organizes and 
charters itself as a nonprofit organization, 
raising its own funds and supplying its 
own volunteers, Briscoe said. 

According to Joe Santen, vice president 
and co-founder of the local chapter, there 
are over 200 affiliates in the United 
States. 

International projects are sponsored by 
the national headquarters in Americus, 
Ga., Briscoe said, adding that ‘‘usually 
an American family oversees the 
project.’ 

Construction costs vary due to the 
location of each project. Briscoe estimates 
that the cost per house in Tijuana will be 
about $2,500; a similar facility on this 
side of the border would cost 
$30,000-$50,000. 

Although the local chapter has raised 
about $70,000, donations, volunteers and 
sponsors are still needed, said Briscoe. 

“We are still looking to buy and 
refurbish an old or abandoned apartment 
complex in the San Diego area,’’ Santen 
Said eee 


Based on what Habitat for Humanity 
can accomplish in the next few months, 
Briscoe hopes to have former President 
Jimmy Carter join the local project as a 
volunteer in 1989. 


Briscoe explained the Carters spend 
two weeks out of the year working at a 


Habitat project. This year the former 
president and his wife will volunteer their 
services in Philadelphia and Atlanta. 
Santen estimates that by 1989, 100 
houses in Tijuana will be built and 10 
projects completed in San Diego. 
Briscoe explained Habitat was begun 
by millionaire Millard Fuller, who

journeyed to Zaire, Africa, in the late 
1960s to work as a missionary. While 
there he built homes for poor people. 

In 1976 Fuller returned to the United 
States and created Habitat for Humanity 
in conjunction with Koininias Farms, a 
self-sufficient Christian co-op in Sumter 
County, Georgia.

East-West conflict is ‘‘an important 
cause of the retardation or stagnation of 
the South,’’ said the encyclical.

World nations in their conflicts and to gain 
political influence in underdeveloped 
countries is ‘‘a form ofneo-colonialism,”’ it 
said.

Third World countries ‘‘find themselves 
involved in, and sometimes overwhelmed 
by, ideological conflicts, which inevitably 
create internal divisions, to the extent in 
some cases of provoking full civil war,”’ it 
added. 

“Investments and aid for development 
are often diverted from their proper 
purpose and used to sustain conflicts,’’ it 
said. 

The encyclical said that ‘‘the church’s 
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social doctrine adopts a critical attitude 
toward both liberal capitalism and 
Marxist collectivism.’’ 

It criticized collectivist systems in 
which “‘the right of economic initiative is 
often suppressed.”’ 

This leads to decision-making by a 
bureaucratic apparatus, reducing the 
individual to an ‘‘almost absolute 
dependence, which is similar to the 
traditional dependence of the worker- 
proletarian in capitalism,”’ it said. 

Also criticized were superdeveloped 
societies marked by ‘‘pure consumerism’”’ 
and ‘‘crass materialism’’ in which there is 
“an excessive availability of every kind of 
material goods for the benefit of certain 
social groups.’’ 

“An object already owned but now 
superceded by something better is 
discarded, with no thought of its possible 
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lasting value in itself, nor of some other 
human being who is poorer,’’ said the 
encyclical. 

The West ‘“‘gives the impression of 
abandoning itself to forms of growing and 
selfish isolation’ and the East ‘‘seems to 
ignore for questionable reasons its duty to 
cooperate in the task of alleviating human 
misery,”’ it said. 

Both ideologies need to be changed and 
updated, it added, if the world is to live in 
peace. 

The ideological opposition has led to 
military opposition, giving ‘‘rise to two 
blocs of armed forces, each suspicious and 
fearful of the other’s domination,” the 
encyclical said. 

Such a situation in the nuclear age puts

Cry Freedom is

Cry Freedom is about Steve Biko, a 
black leader whose brutal death while in 
South African police custody helped rouse 
the conscience of the world to protest the 
government’s policy of apartheid and its 
repressive systematic racism. 

Biko’s story is told by Donald Woods, a 
white newspaper editor who escaped from 
South Africa with evidence showing the 
government’s explanation that Biko died 
from a hunger strike was a lie. The result 
was an official inquest which revealed that 
Biko had died of cerebral injuries inflicted 
by repeated beatings but which affixed no 
blame to anyone for what amounted to 
murder. 

The movie intends to demonstrate the 
enormity of the means used by a minority 
government to oppress 90 percent of 
South Africa’s population. It begins with 
the 1975 army attack and subsequent 
bulldozing of a large squatters’ town 
known as Crossroads. It ends with the 
1974 police massacre of 700 students in 
Soweto. 

Both are done with documentary-like 
intensity and are emotionally wrenching. 
The main course of the story, however, is 
devoted to showing how a white South 
African came to understand that such 
abuses could not be ended simply by 
reforming the system which needs 
change. 

The movie’s point of view, then, is that 
of a journalist reporting what he has seen 
and learned. In doing so, the narrative 
becomes more the story of the 
radicalization of a white liberal than that 
of a pragmatic black leader trying to 
create dignity and unity among his 
subjected people. 

There is no question that Woods’ story 
is an interesting, indeed, courageous one, 
filled with perilous tension as he is 
targeted by the regime. The growing 
pressures on him end only with his 
escape, disguised as a Catholic priest, and 
communicated with classic cliffhanger 
suspense. His plight evokes extra 
sympathy because his wife and five 
children are bound up within it. 

As played by Kevin Kline, Woods is 
entirely convincing as an editor who is 
given to balancing his criticism of 
Pretoria’s white racism with that of what 
he perceives as Biko’s black racism. 
Challenged to find out what Biko really 
stands for, Woods meets him and is 
eventually won over by his efforts toward 
cooperation rather than confrontation 
with whites. 

Denzel Washington is so good in the 
Biko role that one wishes the movie had 
concentrated on him rather than Woods, 
who serves as his interpreter to the world. 
Biko, an orphan educated in a Catholic 
mission school, is intelligent and 
articulate — a charismatic figure that the 
movie only partially develops, leaving one 
desirous of knowing more about him and

She’s Having a Baby continues 
writer-director-producer John Hughes’ 
fascination with young people.

his political philosophy. 

Unlike his flawless narrative in the 
historical account of Gandhi, director 
Richard Attenborough has sacrificed the 
logic of sequential development for 
flashbacks as needed to illustrate Woods’ 
gradual change from objective observer to 
committed activist. 

Admittedly it is not easy dealing with a 
current controversial issue facing the 
world community. Where Attenborough 
has succeeded well is in evoking winning 
performaces from leads and supporting 
players, convincing dramatic re-creations 
of events and the climate of fear by which 
the Pretoria regime rules. 

Much of Attenborough’s treatment is 
dramatically right. For instance, by 
choosing not to show the police beatings 
of Biko (he is only shown being brought 
into the interrogation cells), the details 
are left to the imagination. The result of 
the brutality is much more telling. 


The result is not an evening’s casual 


entertainment but a movie dramatizing a 
critical ongoing story of the struggle for 
social justice in a foreign land. It has a 
message which is neither simplistic nor 
propagandistic. 

It is an important movie because it tries 
to show the urgent need for the triumph 
of social justice in a land where the denial 
of human rights is an everyday 
occurrence. It is a better made film, and 
certainly more interesting, than the bulk 
of current screen fare and deserves a large 
audience. 

The movie’s considerable violence, 
physical and psychological, is well 
integrated within the context of a theme 
of social injustice.

Many parishes have distributed the 
solicitation envelopes among their 
parishioners and are getting them back 
with pledges. 

“This is a convenient time of the year to 
make a donation to Stewardship,’’ Msgr. 
Kraft said, alluding to it being income-tax 
time, when people are figuring out their 
income and deductions, including church 
and charitable contributions. 

‘*A good donation would be 1 percent of 
a person’s total yearly income,” he said. 

He suggests that parishioners make a

and then pay the remaining amount in five 
monthly installments, though pledges can 
be paid off through November. 

The diocese will send those who pledge a 
gnonthly statement until the pledge is 
completed, he said.
